On Sundoy, 'NoToabor 2k, 1963« I ma working regular houra 
of 8>00 A.M. until kiOO P.M. in tha.Spaoial SerTioo Soraau, Tloo - 
Section. ' 

At approximately 10:50 A.M., I waa in the baaeaant of City 
Hall near the jail offle*. I waa engaged in oonToraatioa with 
SeteetiTo B. L. Beaty and Officer J. S. Hutehinaon. We were 
approached by Captain 0. A. Jonea. Captain Jonea told na to 
reaain in the baaeaent near the jail office. He further stated 
that all the other arailable officera in City Ball would be down 
into the baaeaent soon. 

I overheard Sergeant J. A. Putnaa reiterate his orders to the ' 
officer and the reaerTe officer working the paaaageway leading out 
of the baaeaent into the parking baaeaent. He stated Tory oaphati- 
cally to the officer that no one but police and press aeabers with 
preaa paeaes were to be adaitted to the parking baaeaent. 

A ahort tia* later several officers and detectlTos oaae down 
froa upstaira. Captain Jonea took all officera out into the pass- 
ageway juat outside the jail office. Be told all of ua that we 
were to fora a line on each aide of the paaaageway in order to 
sake a lane for the priaoner Oawald to be eacorted. Be told 
soae officers to get all the newaaen out of the jail office booking 
rooa. He than cleared the paaaageway iaaediately outaide the jail 
office. At thia tiae Sergeant <J. A. Putnaa aslced all the newaaen 
to aoTe to the far aide of the driveway, thia being the aide aeroas 
froa the jail office. Captain Jonea then told officers to keep the 
lines that we had and for officera to fall in behind and to keep 
newaaen froa ruahing in.
